I believe it desirable 

that a planned program of determining the retirement statue, 

whether military or civilian, should be established by SGAPg. 

Through appropriate queries upon the writing of new contracts 
or renewals, it would seem that the Agency would have available 
to it the necessary information on the basis of which it could 
advise the Individuals concerned and make the necessary determina- 
tions of whether or not the cases are affected by the dual- 
coTaperisatloft statutes. 

2. In view of the fact that the statutes concerned affect 
the individuals personally, 1 believe careful consideration of 
this matter is necessary. Therefore, will you insure that the 
information is secured and with the advice of the Office of the 
General Counsel, as necessary, sake the necessary determinations 
in accordance with the attached opinion of the Controller General 
and other laws and decisions. 
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
